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DETAILED ACTION 



This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kitamura et al 
(US 2003/0224903 A1). The auxiliary drive system has an electromagnetic clutch 21 and an 
over-run clutch 22. Electromagnetic clutch 21 is energized at starting as disclosed at 
paragraph [0042]. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection because 
a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 37 CFR 1.55. See 
MPEP§ 201.15. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kitamura et al 
(US 2003/0224903 A1) in view of Okada et al (US 6,793,059 B2). Kitamura et al discloses the 
claimed invention as stated above except for the electrohydraulic clutch. Okada et al teaches 
that it is known to us an electrohydraulic clutch between an engine crankshaft and an auxiliary 
drive pulley (column 4, lines 50-52). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to use an electrohydraulic clutch, as taught by Okada 
et al, in the auxiliary drive system of Kitamura et al, since this merely involves substituting 
elements of art recognized equivalence for the same purpose. See MPEP § 2144.06.
